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The Communist International was established in 
Moscow on March 2-6, 1919, under the leadership of N. Lenin 
and the Bolshevik Party. 


The purpose of the Commnist International was to 
establish Sections of the International in the various 
countries of the world for the purpose of fostering prole— 
tarlan revolution, 


Tire Communist Party, U.3.A. originated in 1919 as a 
result of a split away from the Socialist Party. Thies split 
resulted in the creation of several amall radical groups which, 
in the years between 1919 and 1929, finally amalgamated and have 
since been under a common leadership, and is known now as the 
Communist Party, U.S.A. 


The Communist Party, U.3.A. became affiliated with, 
or a Section of, the Communist International in about 1925, 
Since that time it has subordinated itself completely to the 
decisions and directives issued by the Commnist International 


ite subsidiary bodies.

The aim of the Commnist Party, U.S.A. is to revolution- 
ize the masses and prepare them for the proletarian revolution,

The "Freiheit" 15 published 
in the Tiddieh language, while the "Russian Rusalcy tiolos" is 
published in the Russian language. Both are published in Hew 
York, and are dailies. They have a combined circulation of

UNITED FRONT 


The United Front program was first formulated by the 
Commnist International in December, 1921. It was intended to 
be the vehicle by which the Comminist Party could reach the 
masses, It ie defined as being "an arrangement for common action 
of people who disagrees on many things, but who are faced with a 
Common peril, a common need and a common willingness to fight 
on at least ons compelling issue." 


The United Front contemplites a working arrangement 
between the Party and mass organizations, always, of course, with 
the aim of revolutionizing the masses, To this and the Party hes 
andeavored to identify iteelf with the masses by working with 
certain appealable groups within the broad framework. of that class 
of society known as the proletariat. Such appeslable groups are 
the unemployed, the Negro, the people opposing war, the Jew, sho 
is opposed to fasciam, and other similar groups. In order to co- 
ordinate the activities of the great variety of people falling 
within these separate groups the Communist Party either erects 
an organization such os the Workers Alliance of America, and the 
National Negro Congress, or penetrates an organization which has 
already been created, such as the American Youth Congress, There- 
after, a program is prepared for such organisations by the Com 
munist Party which is intended to gradually revolutionize the masses 
within such organizations, The United Front is therefore the broad 
poliey af the Communist Party in the coordination of the efforts of 
all of the various Front organizations and directing them toward one 
focal point which is ultimate proletarian revolution, 
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Among the more important Front organizations which 
have either been created by, or infiltrated by the Commnist 
Party are the following: 


Until recently thie organisation has bean notorious 
for its connection with the Commnist Party, On ite Executive 
Board from time to time have sat some of the principal leaders 
of the Communist Party. Its ostensible purpose is the protection 
of those whose civil liberties have been invaded. It has stood 
for the unrestricted freedom of agitation did organization. It 
has frowned upon the punishment of words without overt actions, 
Tt has contended that suppression makes for violence and blood- 
shed. 


Roger Baldwin, testifying before the Lusk Committee on 
un-American activities declared: 


"I would ‘say on behalf of the entire Committees 
thet all of them believe in the right of persons to 
advocate the overthrow of government by force and 
violence. There should be no prosecutions for the 
mere expression of opinion on mattera of public 
concern, however radical, however violent." 


Throughout its history, the American Civil Liberties 
Union has been identified almost exclusively in protectioa of the 
alleged rights of Left-Wing groups, particularly the Communi st. 
Party and members thereof.

This Committees is the successor to the League for 
Protection of Foreign Workers, which was formed in 1927. In 
1933 the Committes assumed its present name, 


Ite principal aims and purposes are to combat dis 
crimination of any kind on the basis of race, nationality or 
non-citizenship - to ammend naturalisation laws on behalf of 
foreign born to prevent deportations and to maintain the right 
of asylum to political and religious refugees in the United States. 


The Committee has been identified with the Communist 
Party and has received strong support from that Party since ite 
inception, 


It has likewise been identified with the principal 
United Front organizations of the Communist Party in the United 
States since its inception,

These three individuals have been closely identified 
with the Commnist Party in countless United Front organizations, 


The American Student Union was founded in Columbus, Ohio, 
December 28 and 29, 1935. It is an amalgamation of the Student 
League for Industrial Democracy, a Left-Wing Socialist group, and 
the National Students League, a Commnist group. The Union, 
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however, has been taken over completely by the Communist Party. 


The purpose of the organization is not merely to 
unite Left-Wing students, but through such unity to fuse all 
liberal-minded students on the campus into a powerful student 
organization, on behalf of the glittering objectives cf “peace, 
democracy and security." It is interesting to note that this 
is generally the slogan of the Commnist Party. The American 
Student Union has followed the Commnist Party "line" for the 
past several years, and has refused on all occasions to condemn 
the Soviet Union for its invasion of Finland. It has likewise 
refused to include the Soviet Union in the category of totalita- 
rian or dictatorial nations. 


The American Student Union has been a leader in the 
student peace strikes which have been held in various schools 
throughout the nation. 


The two most important officers of the American Student

ican Youth Congress 


The American Youth Congress was formed in the spring 

of 1934 and immediately thereafter leadership thereof was seilced 
by the Commnist Party. Since that time the Communist Party has 
played a dominating role in all of the proceedings and has bea 
responsible for the types of program adopted. The programs from 
year to year have followed closely the Communist Party lins, 

At no time has the American Youth Congress permitted the adoption 
of a resolution censoring the Soviet Union or placing it in the — 
eategory of the totalitarian or dictator nations, Among ite sims 
and purposes the American Youth Congress has declared that it — 


"supports the workers Unemployment and Social In- 
surance Bill, the peace proposals of the Soviet 
Union for complete disarmament, the 30-hour wesk, 
with no redustion in pay, the unrestricted right 
of all workers to join trade unions of thelr om 
choice, including the right to picket and strike, 
It proposes the abolition of transient camps and, 
pending that, abolition of military control of 
those camps, as well as the abolition of the 
R.0.T.C. and C.M.T.C." 


The American Youth Congress has identified itaelf with 


all of the united front organizations of the Communist Party during 


the past several years, Among the principal officers are the 
following:

While it is not 
provable that Marcantonio is a member of the Commnist Party, 
be has so completely identified himself with the Commmist move- 
gent during the past five years that he can be considered more 
important to the Party than an actual manber, 


International Workers Order 


The International Workers Order was organised in March, 

1930. It is a fraternal organimtion, providing sick, accident 
and death benefits. It was organized for the purpose of amal- 

gamating into one organization all Left-wing groups interested in 
| fraternal benefits. While ita ostensible aim is that of a benefit 
society, ita real character and purpose are the revolutiomsry over- 
throw of the capitalist form of government. This statement is 
provable and is based upon written statements of Max Bedacht on 
this subject, This organization is important for many reasons, 
one of which being that it has grown faster than any other single 
fraternal insurance organisation in America, 


Its principal officers are: 
William Weiner - President 


Max Bedacht - General Secretary 
Joseph R. Brodsky - General Counsel, 


It is to be noted that William Weiner has been the 
Financial Secretary of the Commnist Party for years. Max Bedacht 
was for many years a District Organiser of the Commmnist Party and 
has sat on ite Central Comelttec. Joseph Brodsky has been an of- 
ficial legal representative of the Commnist Party for approximately 
twenty yoars,. 


National Negro Congress 


The Netional Negro Congress was founded in February, 
1936, The purpose in founding the organisation was to seek to 
Qccomplish unity of action between the various negro organisations 
already in existence. This, of course, is « typical united 
tactic of the Commnist Party. Since ite inception the National 
Negro Congress has been under the leadership of two men, James 
W. Ford, megro candidate of the Comminist Party for Vice President 
of the United States in 1932, 1936 and 1940, and John PF. Davie, who 
has not yet been proved to be a member of the Communist Party, but 
who has been definitely identified with that Party for the past 
five years, 


The aim of the Netional Negro Congress has been expressed 
several times by James W. Ford, who has frankly admitted that the 
National Negro Congress is a united front organization. Among 
the principal officers are: 


Max Yergan - President 
John FP, Davis - Secretary, 


Mex Yergan hae likewise been identified with the Commnist 
Party for at least the past five years, Scarcely an issue of tha 
Daily Worker appears which fails to reflect the fame and sccomplish- 
ments of Yergan, who 18 &@ negro. 


The Workers Alliance of America wus eatablished umiler tha 
leadership of the Communist Party in Washington, D. C., in April, 
1936. Ite Comminist character was evidenced at ths very inception 
by the alection of Herbert Benjamin as ite Metionsal Organiser and 


organising the Workers Alliance was obviously another link in 
the chain of the united front forged by the Commmist Party. 
The object of the organization was to constitute itself as a 
pressure group to compel legislation and the extension of national 
and state benefits on behalf of the unemployed. This, of course, 
followed the scheme of the Communist Party when it declared: 


"The revolutionary way out of the crisis begins 
wage cuts, for wage increases, for relief to the 


gorernaant." 


That statement epitomizes briefly the conduct, the aims 
and purposes of the Workers Alliance. Communist domination of the 
organisation became so complete as to compel the resignation of 
David Lasser within recent weeks. Among the principal officers of 
the Workers Alliance are the following:

The Communist Party has made it clear why it struggles 
for peace, Poster has declared, 


"By struggling against wer, we are fighting for 
Socialian," 


Again he declared: 


"The struggle for peace brings the masses into 
direct conflict with the capitalist olass.,...." 


"The fight for peace is the present-day fight for 
Socizlisn," 


In its struggle for peace the Commmist Party organised - 
a body known as the Emergency Peace Mobilisation, which held a | 
nation-wide conference in Chicago, Illinois, over Labor Dey week- | 
end 1940, This was an elaborate convention organized with a | 
great deal of fanfare and publicity, It is claimed that the 7 


delegates attending the Emergency Peace Motiligation in Chicago, 
which materialized into the American Peace Mobilisation, repre- 
sented at least 14,000,000 people in the United States. Thile 

it is not conceded that all of these 14,000,000 are either members 
of the Communist Party or are to go along with the Communist Party, 
it mist be admitted that the strength and influence of the Can 
munist Party, either open or secret, are evidenced by the success 
which met its efforts in organizing the Emergency Peace Mobiliza= 
tion.» 


In so far as the aims and purposes of the American Peace | 
Mobilisation are concerned, it is especially important to point ‘ 
out that the program adopted is identical with the program of the 
Commnist Party, U.s.A. <A comparison of the two programs shows this 
to be an unequivocal fact, 


It has been reported that the plan of the Communist Party 
in arranging for this organization is not only to revolutionize the 
misses by enabling them to fight for peace, but to give the Communist 
Party a framework within which to operate in a time of illegality. 
Among the principal officers of the American Peace Mobilikation are 
the following:

These names have recurred on innumerable occasions in con 
nection with Communist Party activities in the United States. 


The American Communications Association was formed about 
1932 and was first known as the American iadio Telegraphers Associa- 
tion in 1937. The organization has jurisdiction over workers in 
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the Western Union, Postal Telegraph, the Rincon mbentan An en= 
ployees of the American Telephone and Telegraph Company, the 
operators in the Radio Corporation of America and various other 
firms of similar nature, as well as radio operators on ships. 


The ostensible aims and purposes of this organisation 
are, of course, clear, ‘The importance of the organisation, how=- 
ever, lies in its radical activities and connections, Mervyn 
Hathborne, who until only a few days ago was President, has 
been alleged to be 4 member of the Communist Party and his purpose 
in heading such a union was allegedly to enable the Commmist 
Party to gain control of communications, 


It has been alleged that the American Communications 
Association serves "as the line of communication" for radicals 
and that operators are able to maintain communications with one 
another and receive up to the minute information from union 
headquarters, in a manner not possible for other organisations, 


Kenjamin Stohlberg, a scholar of many years standing in 
the field of American unions, has alleged that the American Com 
munications Association is one of four C.I.0,. unions, "under 
the complete control = without effective opposition = of 
Stalinist officers." 


It is alleged that Rathborne has devoted almost his en=- 
tire time to "trouble shooting for the Communist Party in the 
maritime industry." 


The principal officer of the organization until his 
resignation of recent days was Mervyn Rathborme, its President, 
Information is not yet available as to the identity of his 
Successors, 
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American Newspaper Guild 


The American Newspaper Guild was formed in the 
summer of 1933, in Cleveland, Ohio. Shortly thereafter a 
large number of newsnapermen became interested and chose Heywood 
Broun as the President of the new organization, because of the 
progressive character of his leadership in the newspaper world. 
Broun remained President of the union until his death. There 
is no doubt but whet the union was originally formed for trade 
union purposes. 


Not long after its formation, however, it became 
dominated by a group of Left-Wing leaders and has remained under 
that type of leadership since its formation. Broun has been 
alleged to have been both a Socialist and a Communist, although 
he denied the latter affiliation, 


The Guild has been largely under the leadership of 
newspapermen from New York City, most of whom have been identified 
with the Left—Wing element in labar circles for several years. 


The avowed aims of the organization are as follows: 


"The purpose of the Guild shall be to preserve the 
vocational interests of its members and to improve the 
conditions under which they work by collective bargaining 
and to raise the standards of journalism by such measures 
as may be deemed necessary by the National Executive Com 
mittee of the Guild," 


One authority has declared? 


"As the Guild grew, however, the emergence of the 
Stalin Party line became ever more visible in the 
national leadership." It has been alleged that those 
leaders of the Guild following the Party line were:

The National Maritimes Union was organised ip the fall 
of 1936, as a split away from the International Longehoremen's 
Association, an American Federation of Labor affiliate, which was 
headed by Joseph Ryan. Since its inception, the National Maritimes 
Union has bean under titular leadership of Joseph Curran. It has 
been an extremely militant body and numerous allegations are to 
the effect that it ia completely under Commnist Party domination, 
It has enjoyed a large measure of success and has organised 
approsimately 65,000 members on the East Coast, Gulf-Coast, and 
the Great Lakes. It conducted strikes on the East and Gulf Cadaste 
in the fall of 19% and in the early part of 1937. 


It is alleged that the Communist Party bes always guided 
the work of Joseph Curran and that Curran takes his orders from 
Roy Hudson, who is a member of the National Committees of the Com 
mnist Party. It has likewise been alleged that the real head of 
the National Maritime Union is Tommy Ray, prominently maotiooad Ln 
maritime affaire within the Communist Party. There is mich evidence 
to indicate that Curran completely subordinates himself to the 
Commnist Party "line", although there is no direct evidence to the 
effect that he is actually a card-bearing member of the Communi st 
Party. This, of course, is unimportant since the Union itealf hes 


been committed to the course of the "Party line" since it 
was organized, 


Benjamin Stohlberg, writing on the subject of the 
National Maritime Union, declared: 


"As President of the Union Joe Curran was merely 
the front for such Stalinist politicians as Jack 
Larrenson, Tom Ray, Moe Byne and "Blackie’ Myers." 


Among the more important officers of the National 
Maritime Union are,

Ferdinand C. Smith National Secretary 
M. Headley Stone National Treasurer

The Commnist Party has always regarded the maritime 
industry as one of the vital strategic industries of the nation. 
It has counseled its members to penetrate this industry, sherefor 
its control over the National Maritime Union becomes exceptionally 


important. 


It is a part of a scheme whereby the essential industries 
of the nation can be paralyzed in — time of extreme national 
emergency in order to effect a revolutionary overthrow of the 
bourgeoisie. 
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Transport Workers Union 


The Transport Workers Union was organised principally 
among subway workers in New York City in 1934. Its first leader 
was Thomas H. O'Shea, who has admitted before the Des Com 
mittee that he was a member of the Communist Party and was 
mide President of th: Transport Workars Union as the result of 
his Party membership, He has made it clear that one of the 
leaders under him was Michael Joseph Quill, who was likewise 
a member of the Communist Party. He has disclosed that he 
Stepped aside to permit the leadership of the Traneport 
Workers Union to fall into the hands of Quill on Party in- 
atructions. Quill has been in charge of the Transport Workers 
Union almost since ita inception, 


Control of the transport industry is of parallel im 
portance with the control of the maritime industry, in so far 
as the Communist Party ie concerned, Such control would enable 
the Communist Party to tie up New York City in only a few hours, 
This has been a matter of considerable reflection on the part 
of the Comminist Party and it is alleged that the said Party 
Mais now gained control over the Transport Workers Union, 


The following have been the leaders of the Transport 


Workers Union since its inception and all have been identified 
with the Commnist Party: 


Michael Joseph Quill

ASTORG TRADING CCROCHATION 


The Amtorg Trading Corporation began its official 
existence on May 27, 1940. It was the result of a merger of 
two organizations known as the Products Exchange Corporation, 
and Arcos-/imerica Incorporated. 


The ostensible purpose for the creation of Amtorg 
was to handle export and import business between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 


| During its existence there have been numercus 
allegations of its unethical conduct and its use as an agency 

not only for the spreading of propaganda but for the financing 

of the Communist Party, U.S.A. and the infiltration into the 
United States of GPU agents. Few of these allegations are sup- 
ported by compelling and persuasive information. The lack of 
such information, however, is primarily due to the absence af 

any concentrated investigation of the activities of Amtorg. 

Tt is reported that through Amtorg's contacts with large shipping 
companies it has arranged for seamen to carry important documenta 
betwaen United States and the Soviet Union. 


Basil W. Delgass, a former Vice President of Amtorg, 
reported to the Fish Committee investigating un-American activities 
in 1930, that code communications concerning the Amy and Navy 
defenses of the United States had passed between Amtorg and the 
Soviet Government. 


Gregory Bessedovaky, former Soviet Charge d'Affaires 
at Paris and Tokyo, alleged that Amtorg was "carrying on propaganda 
work besides being a commercial agency of the Soviet Union."

The German Library of Information, Room 1923, 17 Battery 
Place, New York City, was established as an adjunct to the German Con 
gulate, New York, New York, in 1935. It became @ separate entity 
in August, 1939, because ite activities exceeded those in the domain 
of the Consulate and was registered with the State Department on 
September 6, 1939, as an agent of the German Government. 


The German Library of Information functions under the direo- 
tion of the German Foreign Office and is supported by funds made avail- 
able by that office. Its aim is the dissemination of propaganda show 
ing Germany's viewpoint to the American people. 


Hains Baller served as Director from March, 1938, to March, 
1940, when he returned to Germany to accept 4 position in the Propa- 
ganda Windstry. ‘The German Library now functions under the director— 
ship of Matthias Fred Schmitz, a German citizen, with the assistance 
of approximately thirty-six employees. 


The mai publication of the German Library of Information 
ie a weekly pamphlet of sixteen pages entitled "Facts in Review" which 
has an estamated mailing list of 80,000 names, the majority of whom 
receive it wnsolicited. It has also distributed such Nazi propaganda 
as "The German White Book," "Polish Acts of Atrocity Against the Ger 
min Winority in Poland" and at least nine other titles of similar 
character, 


In addition, it functions as # Speskers' Bureau for the 
(German Consulate, and retains a library of phonograph records 
lantern slides of pro—Cerman material for interested groups. 


The German Library works in close collaboration with the 
American Fellowship Forum, The German Railroads Information Office 
and other known Nazi controlled organisations. 


The German Railroads Information Office wis originally 
opened in New York City in 1925, and is presently located at li 
Weet 57th Street. Branches are maintained at 333 North Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, and at 233 Post Street, San Francisco, 
California, These offices are branches of the "Reich-Railroad- 
Mein-Office for German Tourist Travel" (Reichsbahnzentrale fuer 
den Deutschen Reiseverkehr) and they are under the direction and 
gupervision of the Department for Travel Propaganda for the 
Propaganda Ministry of Germany and the Foreign Dapsr teen of the 
National Socialist Party of Germany. Ernst Schmitz is in charge 
of the New York Office and they supply German films and speakers 
to German mestings, The German Railroads Information office 
cooparates closely with the Amerop Travel Service, Inc. and the 
fransocean News. Propaganda circulars regarding Poland, Dansig 
and Vienna as well as a weekly bolletin of German radio news 
broadcasts are issued by the New York Office. Kurt Beyer is 
in charge of the San Franciaco Office and he furnishes German 
Propaganda films to schools, universities and clubs on 
the Pacific Coast. Beyer is closely associated with Frits 
Weldemann, German Consul. Beyer ia listed as an Assistant Clerk 
of the German Consulate. Fred Semp is manager of the Chicago 
Office and is closely associated with the German Consulate, This 
office ia believed kept open to secure information for the German 
Government, 
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Transocean News Service was founded in Germany about 
191, ao @ legitimate news agency, Following Hitler's rise to 
power Transocean News Service was brought into line with the 
requiresents of the Wasi Party and ite officers were replaced 
by loyal Nazis. It thereafter degenerated into e propaganda 
agency. 


The main office of Transocean News Service in the 
United States is located at 341 Madison Avenus, New York City 
and is directed by Manfred Zapp, who resides at the Gladstone 
Hotel, 114 East 52nd Street, New York City. There is a subsidiary 
offices of Transocean News Service located at 1092 National Press 
Building, Washington, D. C., which is managed by Thomas W. Davis. 


Transocean News Service is apparently subsidised by the 
(erman Government since it shows no interest in making a profit 
and ite expenditures have far exceeded its income since Zapp took 
over ite direction in the United States in 1938. 


Zapp and the Transocean News Service are in close contact 
with the German Embassy and German Consuls in the United States, 
The Embassy and the Consuls are, according to available information, 
inown to have made possible through financial arrangements with 
Zapp, thea receipt of Trensocean News Servica dispatches by a number 
of Garman newspapers in this country. In South America this service 
is generally utilized by minor papers, some of which not only do not 
pay for this service, tut actually receive payment for printing Trane= 
ocean News Service releases. 


Zapp and Transocean News Service registered with the Secretary 
of State, Washington, D. C., on January 24, 1939, in accordance with 
the requirements of tha act requiring the registration of agents of 
foreign principals,

World Service is « bimonthly bulletin published in 
ten languages by A. Schirmer and edited by Erich Schwarzburg, 
Post Office Box #600, Frankfurt a. M., Germany. It is mailed 
to recipients in this country from the above address, has been 
in existence since October 1, 1936, and apparently has no 
financial connections in the United States, 


World Service is pledged to the spreading of informa- 
tion to ill-informed Gentiles of the Jewish menace in the world 
order and limits itself entirely to the printing of anti-Semitic 
and anti—Communistic articles, ° 


Distribution of this publication is not extensive, 
it being limited to anti-Semitic publications in this country 
who credit it with the status.of a foreig news agency. 


World Service recommends publications put out by

D. C.,. pablished by James True; The Pelly Publishers, Asheville,

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This organization, with headquarters at 208 East a6th Street, 
New York City, wes founded by Paul Castorina, age twenty-four and a 
native of Italy, subsequent to 1937. Thie body has also born the names 
of American Fascists, Incorporated aid American Union of Fascists. 
The official publication of thie organization is "The Black Shirt". 


Its aim ie to destroy the so-called barriers of class in 
America and set up a National Fascist oreed. This is to be done by 
the ballot rether than by any other means. It is claimed thet branchea 
have been get up in Tacoma, Washington, Baltimore, Maryland, Washington, 
D. f+, and Chicago, Illinois. ; 


Cestorina, who is the National Chairman, claims to have from 
1,000 to 1,500 followers although there ig no such thing as 4 member- 
ship list. He claims that most of those whom he considers his real 
members were in the National Guard.

Both Castorina and Zabpetti served in the National Guard at. 
New York City. Castorina cleims to be the one real Fascist in the 
United States and is not interested in any other foreign country. 


| This organisation has ita offices in the Palazso de'Italis, 
Rockefeller Center, New York City, and has been in existence since 1537. 
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Gaetano Vecchiotti, Italian Consul General, is the leading 
spirit in this group as first honorary president. This organization 
saeks to preserve and to icindle the Fascist sentiment among the 
imeigrent children and naturalised Ttclian immigrants. 


This League has twelve soocer teams and several fencing 
teans which are frequently matched against teams of the German-American 
Soporte League.

Francesco Macaluso is the head of this organization and is 
an Italian lawyer and former editor and publisher of the bi-language 
monthly magazine, "Empire" (Impero) now extinct. Macaluso is the 
representative in the United States of the Esperia Film Corporation 
of New York, which is registered with the Secretary of State as an 
agent of a foreign principal. Members of the Executive Board of the 
Association are:

All of the above men are said to be Fascists of long 
standing. The headquarters of the Association is located at 225 
Lafayette Street, New York City, and it is reported that this organi- 
tation received its orders from Rome, Italy. 


This Club was formed by Renzo Abbondandolo, a Storm 
Trooper (Squadrista) of the Fascist Militia. It occupies a building 
of its om at 354 East 116th Street, New York City. It is reported 
to be affiliated with the National United Italian Association. 


The main headquarters of this Club maintains a Fascist 
school for children, spart groups and drama’ classes. The head- 
quarters are guarded by men in black shirts who greet members with 
the Fascist salute. The Club and ita affiliated bodies operate 
under a Fascist ritual. 


This organization is reported to have approximately 1,000 
members and has branches in Manhattan, Long Island, and Westchester 
County, New York. The Club is composed of citizens of Italian ex- 
traction and is considered the most loyal of all Fascist clubs in 
New York City.

Tt is reported that Consul General Vecchiotti of New 
York City considers the Circolo Mario Korgantini as the most faith— 
ful and best disciplined Fascist group in liew York. In an address 
before the group, he said: 


"T have followed with deep interest all past activities 
of the Lorgantind Club..... I know that you are doing things in 
such a fashion as to deserve my applause and that of the Hierarchy. 
Continue along these lines, in the name of I Duce and the Fatherland." 
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This Committee was more or less recently formed under the 
auspices of the Italian General Consul, Gaetano Veechiotti, of New 

York City. It is operated under the full responsibility of Italian 
Heneral Consul Vecchiotti. . Also connected with this organisation is 
Signor Dominico Trombetta, Dr. Vinso Comito, Fascist radio news commen- 
tator who was recently barred from Station VHOM, Jersey City, New Jersey, 
because of his pro-Nazi and pro-Fascist talk; and Count Giovanni Billi, 
prominent in the high eircles of the Sons of Italy in America. 


The task of this organisation is that of coordinating the 
"cultural" activities of the various "cultural centers", echools and 
committees. It is said that the purpose of this organization is to 
cover up the Fascist activities of the "Dante Alighieri Society" which 
has been exposed ag a Fascist tool of propaganda. loreover, under the 
pretense of promoting the study of the Italian language, leading Italc- 
Americans find themselves unable to refuse to join in and give a hand. 
In such a way, a roster of leading Americans of Italian birth is main- 
tained. 


Information as to the size of mesbership in this organisation 
is not available. This group, however, was allegedly soliciting mem 
berships and money in New York City among the Italian Americans in the 
early part of 1940. Sach nember of a Fascist "cultural center" contri- 
butesmonthly the amount of fifty cents as membership dues while social 
activities such as balls, spaghetti dinners and beer parties, attended 
by all the "Educational Centers" are reported to bring in more badly 
needed revenue.

This society has ite headquarters at Palazso d'Italia, 
625 Fifth Avenue, New York City. Thies organisation was founded in 
1885 in Italy, to promote the study of the Italian culture abroad 
among the emigrants. Before Fasciem, it was considered one of the 
most successful organizations abroad and performed ite work without 
bias, In 1929 when the Fascist League wes disbanded, the Fascist 
Gevermment embarked on a new policy of "conquest" of the Italian 
commnities abroad. The Dante Alighlerl Society was "captured" to 
serve the new plan of Fascist propaganda, This Society has always been 
directed by a central committee stationed in Rome, Italy. Mussolini is 
reported to have removed the directors that were not Fascists, repla 
them with a new committee which is headed by Felice Felicionl, o trusted 
Fascist leader from Perugia, and for many years a member of the Fascist 


The leaders of this organization in New Tork include: 


Italian Consul, Gaetano Vecchiotti of New Tork City 
and members of bis otaff, . 
Signor Trombetta, editor of "Il Grido della Stirpe" = 
an anti-Semitic paper of New York City and official 

organ of this organisation. 


Thd Dante Alighieri Society of New York operates under the 
oretense of promoting the atudy of the Italian language and Italian 
culture, The Dante Alighieri Society is referred to as the Fascist 
Cultural Agency of Propaganda in America, It has organised in New 
York about sixty "Centri Educativi" (Cultural Centers) in the various 
Italian populated districts of New York City. Special schools with 
teachers directly supervised by the local Italian General Consulate 
and on the pay roll of the Dante Alighieri Society, were instituted. 
These schools use textbooks imported from Italy and printed at the 
expense of the Fascist Government for the exclusive use of the Ttalien 
schools abroad. 


The curriculum in the echools is permeated, like the text- 
books, with Fascist propaganda and the teachers magnify the virtues 
of Fasciem, The teachers are men and women, in many instances, natural- 
lized Amsrican citizens and some of them are imported directly from Italy. 
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DRAWA AND MUSICAL SOCIETY BENITO MUSSOLINI 


This is considered a Fascist organization for young people af 
musical ami dramatic talent, with headquartera at 1°0 Broadway, WN. Y. C. 


The total of its membership is not disclosed in the information 
presently avallable. 


Dr. Vernearecehi is Secretary of the Society. 


On Anril 6, 1940, this Soclety gave a festival, the proceeds 
of which were donated in full to the "Opera Nationale Belilla" which is 
the Fascist National Youth organization, ami the "Gioventu Italians del 
Littorio" (Fascist National Youth). At a meeting on May 3, 1940, 
tr, Vernarecehi reported that; "Monay will be soon delivered to the 
Ttalian Consul Veechiotti to be transmitted to Italy". 


FASCIST PROPAGANDA 


Tt haa been authoratatively reported that the Propaganda 
Winister of Italy controle all matters of propaganda and enlighten- 
ment abroad, foreign relations in general and the gathering of general 
information abroad. The Propaganda Ministry is divided into:

The Propaganda Bureau supervises foreign propaganda amd 
cultural enlichtemment programs although all the other Bureaus of 
this Ministry assist therein. 

“Pregs Attaches" are reported to be attached to the Enbassiss 
and Legations abroad as diplomatic officials although they receive thelr 
inatructiona from the Propaganda Ministry. 


The Military and Party headquarters are reported to each 
have their intelligence sections, the Party section merely obtaining 
information items pertaining especially te the Party- 

Fascist propaganda has three main purposes: 


le To support the Fascist policy 
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3, To disseminate propaganda among the 
people of other races that Democracy is un- 
workable; that the American system of government 
is corrupt and incapable of solving the pressing 
problems; that & man of the proportions of a 
‘ussolind or Hitler is needed in America." 


3, To act as propaganda soldiers around the 
TtalowAmerican cultural clubs to carry out any 
program that Mussolini might lay down. 


The cultural clubs are patterned after the Fascist 
zovernment—sponsor ed clubs in Italy for "educational" purposes after 
working hours. Each club or "canter" has an Italian teacher, directly 
on the pay roll of the Dante Alighieri Soclety. 


The New York Harald-Tribune for February <4, 1939, carried a 
reprint of an article which appeared in a well-informed Italian news~ 
paper published in Paris, France, the "Giustisia e Liberta" to the 
following effect: 


tT] Duce is determined to fight President Roosevelt 
in his own home. To do that he has given orders to New Tork 
Fascisti to promote among the Italians living in that city, 
an anti-Roosevelt campaign. J large sum of money has been 
allocated to the Italian Consulate of New York for the 
purpose of financing the campaign." 


The 1937 budget of the Ttalian government listed far pro= 
pagania abroad 50,000,000 Lire. These are tha_last available figures. 
The minner of distribution of these sume in the United States is not 
known. 


Fascist propagamlista appeal to the lower income groups of 
the Itnlo-Americans and especially thosa on relief rolls and on the 
W. P. A. Even those who are unable to make a mest contribution are 
Valuable as an "audience."

Tt has also been reported that Trombetta has blackmailed certain 
Italian merchants, banks, ami importers that have connections in Italy 
by threatening to axpose them unfavorably if they decline to support 
his paper by meana of advertisements. 


There appears to be no question but what Trombetta is closely 
aliied with the Italian Consulate in New York City. 


Trombetta was indicted for the mirder of Salvatore Arens 
*sliewing a riot between Fascists and anti-Fascists at Garibaldi's 
Shrine, Staten Island, New York, on duly 4, 1932. He was acquitted 
of this charge the following October,

This organization has its offices at 225 Lafayette Street, 
New York City and was founded by Signor Domenico Trombetta in about 
1929 after the Fascist League disbanded upon the request of United 
States Secretary of State, Henry Stimson. This organization was 
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originally known as the Lictor Federation, Incorporated. 


Signor Trombetta is reported to be one of the first or- 
canizers of the Fascist movement in the United States, He emerged as 
Editor and Publisher of the "Il Grido della Stirpe," a rabid Fascist 
weekly printed in English and Italian with offices at 225 Lafayette 
Street, New York City, with the advent in power in Italy of I Duce, 


The Italian General Consul in New York, Gastano Vecchiotti, 
is reported to have expressed the aims and purposes of this organization 
as consisting of advocating through a continuous and stubborn propaganda 
the sacred rights of Italian Fascigno and that its members are to act 
as propaganda soldiers of a foreign nation which is at war with 
democracy and the type of self government ruling America. 


Information as to the size or membership of this association 
is not. available at the present time. 


Joseph Santy was Secretary General of this association in 1937. 


This association was organised in about 19279 and ita 
headquarters are at 225 Lafayette Street, Manhattan, New York, It 
is considered the head of the Italian Fascist organizations. It 
is chartered by the State of New York as a fraternal and eo 
protective organization, It is under the direct sponsorship of 
the Italian Consul, Gaetano Veochiotti of New York City, ‘The 
Association is headed by Captain Vincenzo Rossini who is the 
social and labor editer of the New York daily "Corriere d!'dmearica® 
which 1s owned by the Grande Ufficiale Generoso Pope. Under the 
pretext of teaching the Itallan language this Association has estab 
lished in all of its branches special classes with teachers directly 
supervised by the Committees pro-Italian Language.

Special 
attention is paid te the young Italian Americans and through the so- 
called Italian schools, manages to instill the bacillus of Fascim 
in their 7 OUT Minds, The American proper aa of the N.U.1I.4. reste 
upon the conception that Italians should organise in the United 
States to demand and enforce proportional representation in every 
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elected legislative body and in all appointive offices, For protective 
coloration the National Italian United Association has enlisted the 

aid of Americans of Italian extraction as well as Americans sympathetic 
with Italian Fascion. 


Information ia not available as to the mmber of the 
membership in thie organization. However, this association boasts 
of having 150 organisations consisting of mutualistic societies 
and "Educational Centers", 


The names of the officers of this organization Bre not 
know at the present time, 


On March 23, 1939, more than one thousand mambers affiliated 
with this organization met at the headquarters of the "Educational 
Center General G. Nastasi", at 657 Fifth Avene, Brooklyn, New York, 
to celebrate the twentieth anniversary of the Fascist Party, Fasciste 
throughout the world had been instructed by Mussolini to celebrate 
this occasion with great pomp, Twenty-two Fascist "cultural centere" 
answered the roll call at this meeting, all of them being from New 
Yorks 


The principals officiating at this meeting were as follows: 
Captain Vincenzo Rosaini, who called upon the Italians to fight the 
enemies of Italy here, alluding to Mayor LaGuardia and President 
Roosevelt, and Vice Consul, Marquis Ignazio San Felice di Monteforte, 
who addressed the meeting at length on the blessinge of Fascism. 


This order is reported to have been incorporated in 1905 
at Trenton, New Jersey. It was established originally as an Italian 
fraternal and benevolent organisation with local Lodges in Italian 
settlements. The Italian name of thie organization is "1 Ordine 
Figli D'italia®, 


In 1911, as a result of factional disputes arising within 
the organization as to the administration of ita affairs, a mumber of 
menberg of the original organization pulled away and formed an organi- 
tation which is known as the "Independent Order, Sons of Italy," which, 
although still in existence, has not grown to the extent of the original 
organization, The Italian name for the "Independent Order, Sona of Italy" 
is "I Ordine Independenta Figli D'Italia", 


Its purpose and aim were to unite all Italians, both native 
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born end American born, into one brotherhood and, at the time of ite 
origin, there was nothing to indicate that the organisation was pro- 
Fasciat in ite political views. 

The total membership of the Order of the Sons of Italy in 
jmerica has been reported anywhere from between 300,000 to 600,000. 
Tt has further been reported that this organization has approximately 
1,900 different Lodges throughout the United States.

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ESPTONAGE 


French espionage activities in the United States under 
the Vichy Government are centered around diplomatic representa- 
tives and consular officers and are confined to saintaining a 
frec flow of aid and relief to France. These activities are 
controlled from New York City, where French propaganda work is 
active. All agentes sent to the United States are approved by 
Hitler. The Riviera set is assieting through ite contacta with 
New York cafe society and pressure is also brought on Frerichmen 
not in sympathy with the Vichy Regime who have relatives in France. 
Institution of a definite espionage campaign in delayed due to 
internal differences in France. French agents are concerned with 
the Martinique problem and the Caribbean situation in general. 
The French are apparently most active in the States of New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware and Taxas. 


The German espionage syetem in the United States is 
interested in industrial and military information. Plans produc- 
tion end training of air personnel is stressed. At least two 
divisions of the German espionage system are presently operating 
in the United States, the Marine and Air Divisions. The Marine 
Division is comprised of individuals serving Ss crew neabera on 
transoceanie ships and planes, functions in 4 courier capacity and 
in submitting information on shipping activities. The chief of 
this division, a German Admiral, wes formerly located in Genoa, Italy, 
soving hie headquarters to Vienna, Germany, about the time of Italy's 
entrance into the war. The Air Division stresses information par- 
taining to the aircraft industry. Information supplied by members 
of these divisions is not confined to the subject satter men 
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Practice hes prevailed among skilled workmen, employed in key industries 
in the Dbited Stetes, of returning to Germany periodically, ostensibly 
to vielt relatives. , 


Coverad in the way of money brokerage offices and offices 
ostensibly of technical consultants are used by German agents to 
hide their true activities. 


German agents in the United States are imom to commmi- 
eate with Germany by means of short-wave radio; through the sourier 
system, previously mentioned, which also takes into consideration 
a duel courier system wherein material is divided between two agents, 
that in the possession of one being apparently innocuous, German Na- 
tionals traveling abroad being inducted into the courier service; 
through the mails, preferably by air mail, to "letter drops" in 
neutral countries and imown to exist in Peru, Brasil, Portugal, 


Hungary and China. German crew members on ships are mown to ex- A 
change letters with Germans on other ships while docked in foreign ‘ 
ports. Communications are serialized to detect eny missing meceages. ) 


Wesseges are aleo transmitted by means of "dots", appearing a5 4 
pencil point to the oaked eye, but upon magnification revenling mes- 
gages Including up to fifty words. Various types of codes are used 
as well ag secret inks. 


German agents in the United States are paid by cash, 
United Stetes currency brought over by couriers on ships, and aiso 
through international banking transactions wherein a benk in a 
neutral country directs the payment of a sum of money to German 
agents in the United States through banks located in this country. 


The I. G. Farbenindustrie (German Dye Trust), by means 
of ite Swiss holding company and a syatem of interlocking directorates, 
exercises control over ten large American industries. Three of these, 
however, within recent months, the Agfa Amaco Corporation, the Ozalid 
Corporation and the American I. G. Corporation recently merged with 
the General Aniline and Film Corporation, the chief cog in the present 
exercise of control of the American industrial concerns through the 
I. Ge Farbenindustris. ° 


Italian espionage activities in the United States ore 
apparently controlled through Itelian Military Attaches. Their 
chief interest, to dete, has apparently been in securing photographs 
of harbors, bridges and tumnmeale. As in the cease of Germans, Italians 
enigreting from Italy are reminded to maintain their loyalty to 
that country. 


Japaneses Sseplonsges activities in the Dnited States are 
apparently controlled by representatives of the Japanese Aray and 
Navy. Verilous Japanese commercial concerns in the United States 
are know: to forward to Japan commercial, technical and financial 
information regarding production and sanufacturing processes in tha 
United States. Japanese are decidedly loyal to Japan and a "consular 
epent" wesiste in every Japanese community. The Japanese employ the 
courier system in commmicating with Japan and radio communication 
is gleo maintained in radio messages to the Japanese official news 
agency, which maintains a atation in Japan. Japanese agente are 
suspected of operating a shart—wava radio station in the State of 
Sonora, Mexico. 


Russien espionage activities conducted in the United 
States by agents of the Russian Government are undoubtedly directed 
by the Nerkomvutel, more commonly known as the NEVD. This organi- 
tation is under the ocontrol of the Department of Security of the 
Comiieelariat for Home Affairs in Rusais. 


The NEVD wae organized in 1934 and succeeded the 
Obeyedinennoye Gowudarastennoye Politicheskoye Upravleniye, more 
popularly known as the OGPU. The latter organisation was organized 
in 1923 by Felix Edmundovitch Djerjenaky, a Polish nobleman. The 
NEKVD operates practically on the same principles and through the 
fame channels as did ite predecessor, the OGPU. The characteristics _ 
of the OGPU still prevail, including its very extensive secret service 
of spies and investigators who are, in the main, unkmom to each 
other and are oatensibly pursuing by way of camouflege all sorts of 
occupations, enabling them to keep other people under constant ob- 
servation. The NEVD has two divisions:— (1) a division of secret 
agents circulating unknown to each other and (2) an open and uni- 
formed personnel of officers and men. 
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The NKVD operates through the Commmist Party, Friends 
of the Soviet Union, travel agencies, commercial agencies and 
mass organisations. It aleo operates through public officials 
who are friends of the Communiat Party or mass orgenisationa domi- 
sated by that Party. 


According to the testimony of = former msaber of the 
OGPU, the agents of that organization spy not only on foreign 
governments and Soviet diplomats, but also on citizens of other 
countries who express displeasure with Moscow. It has been re- 
ported that the NEVD directa every action of the Commmiet Party 
in the Tolted States. 


In meny capes, offices of this organisation are main- 
tained in a country other than the Soviet Dnion. From theso and 
other pointe propagande material is disseminated and it is ressonsable 
to believe that headquarters are maintained in such places for 
foreim osplonage activities. 


The courier ayatem ia also exployed by this organisation 
a6 a method of commmication. Ths customary sgethod of commmni- 
cating with the agents of this organization for the purpose of 
tranamitting information bas been by the delivery of massages to 
certain members of crews aboard veesela plying between Europe and 
the United States. These messages, of course, are delivered to 
trusted individuals in the Tnited States. 


There ips still another phase of the methods of commmica- 
tion which ie extremely important. During the past few yeara there 
hes been complete freedom for the passage of persons from the Soviet 
[inion to the United States, and it may be safely congluded that such 
of the necessary communicetions work has been conducted by word af 
Bouth in this manner. 


The Communist International has been vitally interested 
in obteining leadership in the maritime industry. It is also know 
that the Commmiste heve their representatives in the more important 
ports of the Weetern Hemisphere, ostensibly ac agents of trade mions, 
but in fact as agents of the International Commmist movement. This 
provides a continuous and uninterrupted chain through which informa— 
tion vital to commmist interests Can paso. 
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Of particular importance on the subject of communications 
is the infiltration of commmists into the American Commmications 
Association, which handles most of the radio and telegraphic work 
of the American Merchant Marine. Undoubtedly members of the Conm- 
sunist Party can and are utilizing this method as a means of con- 
gunieation. 


It has been learned that a "foreign passport mill" is 
maintained at some point in Europes, the location and identity of 
which has not been ascertained. It is reasonable to conclude that, 
undoubtedly, members of the HEVD will utilize the passports pro- 
duced ag a means of entering the United States. 


At the present time there are approximately 756 suspecta 


allegedly engaged in espionage activities on behalf of the Russian 
Government. Most of these individuals are allegedly members of the 


Communist Party. 
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Arrangements bave been effected whereby field offices are 
notified of unusual financial activities regarding foreign funds, ‘The 
accounts of certain foreign—controlldéd funds ore regularly monitored 
to determine the sources of the various deposite as well as the dis 
position made of withdram funds, Where monitoring is not feasible 
because of the fact that the depository banks are under the control 
of foreign individuals, arrangements have been effected to obtain the 
desired information as to the movement of funds in an indirect manner, 


investigation is being conducted to determine the amounta 
spent in the United States by the various foreign agencies and to effect 
&@ breakdown showing legitimate and "illicit" expenditures in an effort 
to determine the amounts spent for espionage, sabotage and prop— 
Bgands activities, 


It should be noted thet the bank accounts of outetanding 
foreign commercial firms and foreign banking agencies in key cities in 
the United States have been located, and arrangements have been effected 
whereby the field offices are notified of any wmusual activities in 
these accounta. Upon notification of unusial activities, investigations 
are conducted to obtain detailed information concerming each major trane— 
action, In this way, it ie possible to determine details of purchases 
of necessary raw materials, crude ofl, etc. by inimical countries, 


Where important withdrawals are made and where the withdrawls 
ere in bills of sufficiently large denominations to warrant the action, 
the serial numbers of the withdram bills are furnished and banks are 
ST hy in subsequently determining the names of the persons depositing 
‘ bills. 


Ou June 10, 1940, the Credito Italiano agency in New York City 
withdrew $400,000.00 in $500.00 notes from thes Guaranty Trust Company, 
New York City, The serial ousbers of the bills haves been obtained; and 
with the cooperation of banks investigation is proceeding to determing 
the names of the persons who subsequently deposit the withdrawn bills. 
To date, 292 of the withdrawn notes are known to have been re—deposited, 
whereas there is no record of the re-deposit of 508 bills, 


Information was received from a confidential source that during 
“he latter part of May and the first week in June, Credito Italiano agency 
and Banco Commerciale Italiano withdrew several million dollara from thes 
Chase National Bank and other New York banks and paid the money to certain 
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trond brokera in New York City. Investigation has indicated that the 
above-mentioned Italian banking concerns have been wery active in trading 
and purchasing United States Government bonds since the latter part of 
way, 1940. The purchsses are presumed to be for the purpose of preventing 
the freezing of funda by the United Statas Government. 


Information was received from a confidential source that during 
the early part of Oetober, 1940, Italian banking agencies in New York City 
would withdraw spproxtmately $4,000,000.00 from New York banks and that 
this money would be transported by personal courier to fio de Janeiro. 

The purpose of the proposed transportation was not known, Itis known 
that on November 2, 1940, Gerolamo Bosdari, Italian Consul at New York City, | 
and Roberto Ducei, Italian Vice Consul at Newark, New Jeraey, departed 

from New Orleans, Lowlsians, aboard the 55 "Del Orleans" for fio de Janeiro, | 
st ehich time thay had in their possession §2,450,000.00 in United States 

currency. The money was for the mast part in $50.00 bills and the serial 
numbers are not known.

The accounts of certain German agencies have been located in 
their depository banks and arrangements have been effected for the 
setting up of special funda to be used when the afore-mentioned agencies 
mithdres money from the depository banks. The serial numbers of the 
bills withdrew are noted. In this mannar it ia possible to determine 
the identities of the persons and firms who re-deposit the withdraw 
funds, In addition, the accounts of the afore-mentioned agencies are 
constantly monitored witich gives additional assiatance in determining the 
identities of the. persons and firms who have financial dealings of any 
sort @ith the particular agencies, 


JAPANESE FUNDS 


Thea accounts of certain Japanese agencies and outstanding 
Japanese bosiness houses are constantly being monitered which makes 
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it possible to determine the identuties of persons having financial 
transactions with the afore-mentioned Japanese agencies and J&paness 
business houses. It is known that funds of the Japanese Government 
have been used to finance Japanese propaganda agents and agencies in 
the United Stated 


It is known that on September 15, 1940, 169 boxes of gold walued 
at $11,200,000 arrived in San Francisco, California, aboard the Swedish 
freighter "BARDALAND" which was sent from the Amtorg Trading Corporation 
in Russia and consigned to the Chase National Bank of New York City, 


Tt is further know that on October 24, 1940, a shipment of 
gold valued at $3,216,000 arrived at San Francisco aboard the Russian 
tanker "BATOMI", Thie gold was shipped from the State Bank of Moscom, 
Russia, and was deposited in the United States Mint in San Franclaco, 
California, at which time United States Treasurer's warrants were issued - 
payable to the Chase National Bank, New Tork City. The fund was 
subsequently deposited by the Chase National Bank in the Wells Fargo 
Bank and Union Trust Company and credited to the Chase National Bank, 
ew York City, The disposition of the above tm abipments of gold is 
under investigation, 


All French funds in the United States have bee frozen by 
Executive Order to preclude their withdrewal and use to further activities 


since its capitulation consisted of monies returned from persons to 

whom advance payments had been made for purchases of « military nature.

Information has been received from numerous 
confidential sources relative to the establishment of 
sabotage schools in the various parts of the United States 
by the Communist Party, as well as the organization and 
training of sabotage units, These schools are reported 
to have been held in the following places:

In some instances, information has been received 
indicating that the plans for sabotage schools have never 
materialized, In New York City, sabotage instructions have 
been given.to several different groups, all of which were 
sponsored directly or indirectly by the Commmist Party. 


Investigation is being conducted to ascertain the 
identity and location of the members and instructors of 
these achools. 
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Information has been received from various confidential

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Wo direct evidence has been received to indicate that 
there ia an organised group of sabotage agents representing any 
foreign country operating in the United States at this time. 
acts of sabotage have been committed in various sections of the 
comtry, most of which have been of a minor nature, but there is 
no indication that these acta of sabotage were in any way related 
to gach other or ware committed by an organised group of agente, 


Information from Canada recantly reflects that the 
Canadian Government has not had any acts of sabotage reported 
to it, and 16 was also stated that thare had been no sabotage 
committed in England, 


Information has been received from a confidential source 
in Wexico indicating that the German-smerican Bund and other (Jerman 
agents were establishing headquarters in that country for the 
purpose of committing sabotage in the United States, Extensive 
investigation of the information received has failed to substantiate 
these statements, It is reported, however, that there are a large 
Kumber of German agents in Weaxrico and that there has eleso been a 
great influx of Cammmists into that country. 


In November, 1939, information was obtained from the 
French and Belgian authorities relative to tha organization of 
threes Cammunist groups engaged in sabotage against allied shipping. 
Thess organisations were reported to have been placed at the dis— 
poeal of German agents after the Ruseso-German accord in 1939. It 
was indicated that same of theese organisations have placed manbers 
of their groups in North America. Investigation has revealed the 
Presence of two reported members of these groups in the United 
States but has failed to indicate that they are engaged in sabotage 
activities at present, 


The Belgian authorities apprehended a member of one of 
thes groups who had in his possession the names of two individuals 
in the [nited States. These individuals have been investigated but 
there la no evidence that they are engaged in sabotage activities. 


It was indicated that theses groups would use the incendiary 
pencil in their sabotage activities, together with explosive bombs 
disguised as oil cans, thermos bottles, soldiers' canteens, and 
food warmers. The timing element in theses bombs is effected by 
clockwork mechanisms. 
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The total number of German, Russian, 
Italian and Japanese subjects in sabotage 
cases being investigated by the Bureau at the 
present time is 277+

There are a nusber of people in the United States 
who are presently being investigated by the Bureau as possible 
violators of the Eegistration Act. <A revlew of these canes 
injicates that there are at least forty-three of these indi- 
riduale who are very active in distributing German, Italian, 
Japaneses or Russian propaganda, Of these forty-three indi- 
viduale, thirty are distributing German propaganda; three, 
Italian propaganda; nine, Japanese propagenia; and ons, Enesias 
propaganda, 


Investigations conducted inte German propagenda distri- 
bution have indicated that the German Coneuls in the United 
States play an important role in the propaganda activities of 
rarious individuals who are known to be distributing propaganda 
material of a pro-Nasi nature. Nearly all individuals who bars 
been diatributing German propaganda in any quantity have impor- 
tant connections with members of the Consular Staff ani are 
undoubtedly influenced in their activities ani publications 
by the wishes and desires of the Conguls. 


Five of the thirty individuals who are known to be 
distributing German propaganda are regletered with the Secretary 
of State ag Agents of Foreign Frincipals. These individuals arei 


Oarl Guenther Orgell, o naturalized American 
eltisen representing the Verein Foer Deutschtus 
in Auelend, which organisation is known os "The F 
Society for People of German Extraction in Other 
Countries", He is & representative of this com 
pany, employed in distributing textbooks to Gorman 
language achoole as well se supervising the distri- 
bution of other books and publications of this — 
ecciety to sembers of the organisation throughout 
the United States, 


Dr. Lasslo Telkee is Director of the Enngerian 


Reference Library, 19 West 44th Street, New Tork 
City. As Director of this library he distributes 
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Nasi-Hungarian propaganda both through books 
in the possession of the Library and by lec- 
tures he makes throughout the United States. 


George Sylveeter Viereck resides at 
New York City, and is registered as an officer 
and journalist for the "Munchner Neueste 
Nachrichten, Munich, Germany, a Oerman news- 
paper. He has edited several books aml magazines 
which are pro-Nazi in character, and is caon- 
sidered one of the valces of Naziiem in the 
United States. ; 


Dr. Alfred von Wegerer is an outstanding 
German historlan who has been in the United States 
since January 23, 1940. He writes and publishes 
magazine articles of a pro-Nasi character. His 
Foreign Principal is the German Goverment as 
he receives his salary in the form of living 
expenses from the German Consulate General at 
San Francisco.

Lawrence Dermia is an American born individual 
who publishes and sells the "Weekly Foreign Letter" 
which is a pro-Nazi and pro-Fascist organ. in 
addition, he has published several pro-Fascist books.

Department in Latin America as a Diplomatic Representative. 


Ernst Goernar operates tha Goernar Publishing 
Bureau, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and publishes "The 
Jew in the Light® in a printing plant in the basenent 
of his restaurant, distributing copies of thia publi- 
cation together with e German publication entitled 
"World Service" which is published in Germany. 


Auguet W. Halfeld is the American representative 
of Scherl-Verlag, a German newspaper, and is related 
to Adolf Halfeld, a chief sditcrialist in a leading 
German newspaper, He is reported to be tha official 
representative of the German Propaganda Ministry in 
tha United States. 


Ferdinand Hansen, « wealthy individual of pro- 
Nasi leanings, publishes various books, tracts and 
pamphlets of a pro-Nazi propaganda nature, distri- 
buting it to various individuals on his mailing list 
in the United States and throughout South America. 
In connection with his publications, he opsrates the 
“Overseas Publishing Company". 


There is only one Italian who is registered as an Agent 
of a Foreign Principal, diatributing propaganda in the United 
States. This individual is Ugo d'Annunsio de ilonte Nevosa, 
who heads the Italian Library of Information. Through this 
organitation he distributes mich pro-Fasciet litereture using 
a mailing list in some respects identical with thet of the 
German Library of Information, 


One of the most important Italian propagandists in the 
United States who is not registered with the Secretary of State 
is Domenico Trembetta, the editor of "Il Grido Della Stripe 
Incorporated” a weekly Italian newspaper which reaches al 
five thousand individuals in New York City. ‘This paper is 
believed to be supported in part by the Italian Government, 
ond is cutetandingly pro-Fascist.

Realising the important position the Latin American comitriss 
occupy with reference to the internal security of the United States, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation is constantly enlarging ite Special Intal- 
ligance Service staff in order to promptly receive information from those 
comtries which is of interest in the National Defense program. 


Employees of the FRI, especially adapted for foreign intel li- 
gence work, have been placed at strategic points throughout thess countries 
which lie to the south of the United States, the work of these axployses 
being carried out in an undercover capacity. The FEI hae established ite 
own commercial organization to facilitate a legitimate cover for a mmber 
of thease employess. a 


Representatives of American private industrial concerns and 
commarcial organisations located throughout these Latin American coumtriss 
are being cultivated into sources of information for valuable data in those 
countries. 


Asoistance is, also, being received through verious British 
agencies and to date excellent information has been received from this 
source with reference to activities which are iminical not only to Great 
Britain and ite possessions, but, also, to the United States. 


From these FHI eeployees and other representatives aa mentioned 
above, any information is developed shich might bear upon the National De 
fense of the United States, particular emphasis being placed upon any sub- 
vercive activities in the Latin American countries. Of course, theses = 
ployees are engaged in fect finding and, hence, are not in these countries 
for the purposes of effecting the arrest by the police authorities of the 
comtries in question of foreign agents. These employees keop the Washing- 
ton, D. CG. headquarters of the FEI advised with reference to the inflltre- 
tion into the Latin American countries of aliens from those forsign com- 
tries which are Hostile to the Latin American countries being entered es 
woll as hostile to the Inited States. Information with reference to tha 
movements of these potential espionage and propaganda agents toward the 
United States or ite possessions maka it possible for the FBI to conduct 
the necessary gurvelllances and investigetiona of the activities of the 
individusls immediately upon their arrival in the United States and, thus, 
afford an opportunity for appropriate action to be taken promptly. 


These representatives of the FBI in the letin American countries 


also gather facts bearing upon the general welfare of the United States in 
this emergency period in-the political, economic and social fields, kecping 
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in pind that the decay of the political, economic or social structure of 
ony of our neighboring countries would, undoubtedly, have serious conse- 
quences Upon the United States. 


The information received by the Special Intelligence Service of 
the FBI ig igd@xed and filed at the headquarters of that Bureau in hashing- 
ton, D. C. 80.88.00 reflect the situation as to each of the Latin American 
sountries. ‘These data are segregated into files under the following classi- 
fications: political, economic, social, foreign espionage agents, propagand 
representatives, foreign penetretion, sabotage and foreign residents. Under 
these various chassificetions, information is set out relative to representa- 
tives, contacts, et cetera of the Germans, Italians, Jap a ih, 
mnists and others. panese, Spanish, Com-

At its Annual Convention in San Antonio, Texas, in 
tune, 1940, the work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
was explained in detail with special consideration being given to 
internal tecurity problems. The Convention adopted a resolution 
placing all the files of the Associated Credit Bureaus of America 
at the cisposal of the FHI during the oxisting nationel emergency. 
These files contain master cards on nearly 7O million individuals 
avi area a voluminous source of valuable data. In addition, the

Information of wital importance concerning the 
cooperation which such trade association members should render to 
the FHI in ite work was made available to each through the Advisory 
Comittes menbers. Close contact has been established likewise 
with the individual associations, They have been furnished 
detailed plant survey suggestions and are referring information 
indicating possible espionage or other violations direct to 
FRI Field Offices. Tllustrative of the close contact with such 
associations are those with the National Association of Manufacturers. 
Tt haa offered its fullest aseistance. and full discussion of FHI 
work has been had with the Comittee om Principles of Americanisa. 
dn FBI official will further go into the work before the Annual 
Convention of tha Association next month. 


Inlted States Conference of Yayors 


The United States Conference of Mayors was organised 
in 1932 with headquarters in Washington, D. C. Its membership 
includes the Mayors of 180 cities with over 50,000 population. 
Close contact has long been maintained with the Conference and ite 
meabera ure fully advised of the FAI's responsibility during the 
present emergency. At the Annual Meeting held in Washington 
during September, 1939, the Conference adopted a resolution pledging 
the support of all major cities to the FHI in ite investigations of 


sabotage and related matters. One of the leadin, 
‘ars also addressed the Conference upon the duty of members 


in connection with the FAI's work, which address waa incorporated 
in the resolution and given wide distribution. Articles 

soncerming the need for prompt reporting of information to the 

FAI without attempta to evaluate or investigate have also appeared 
in the national magazine of the group. 


Veterans of Foreign 


The Veterans of Foreign Wares has for many years maintained 
coniial contact with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. It 
was organized in 1899 with headquarters in Kansas City, Missouri. 
Tus contact has been particularly close since the inceptian of the 
present emergency. ‘The duties of the FHI in national defense matters 
have been discussed in detail before 37 meetings of local unites 
in 18 States as well as at several state encampments and Ladies! 
Awiliary meetings. In addition several articles explaining the 
work and functions of the FRI have been printed in the national 
magazine and other publications of the organization, and as a 
result considerable information of present importance has been given 
the FSI. Upon request the Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
rendered counsel and assistance in fingerprinting projects instituted 
by the organization, Resolutions have been adopted by the national 
organization as well as state encampments offering unlimited 
cooperation to the Federal Bureau of Investigation in reporting 
Violations of the espionage, sabotage and related laws.

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NUMBER OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS IN THE 
UNITED STATES 


The following tabulation has been prepared showing 
135,419 State, County, and Municipal law enforcement officers 
in the continantal United States. In addition, there are 16,969 
menbers of Federal investigative agencies. This figure includes 
among others, the Coast Guard and United States Marshals and 
Deputies; presumably, the figures include personnel in the 
Territories and Possessions of the United States.

The Sessions of the FBI National Police Academy are held 
only in Weshington, D. C. The courses of instruction cover the 
broad, general field of law enforcement and include subjects under 
ths following headings: Scientific and Technicals Statistics, Records, 
and Report Writing; Firearms Training and First Aid; Investigations, 
Enforcement and Reguletory Procedure; Teats and Practical Experience; 
and Police Administration and Organization. A special course of 
instruction 1s provided in ths organization of training schools and 
the mathoda of instructing law enforcement officiels. The course of 
training lasts for a period of twelve weeks, and, from the very | 
nature of the organization of the program of instruction, is available 
only to regularly constituted law enforcement officials who are in a 
position to take the antire course. 


Four mmdred seventy-nine Graduates out of a total of 
five hundred fifteen in the first Fifteen Sessions of the Academy 
are now actively engaged in law enforcement work. Forty-two per cent 
heve received ona or more promotions and seventy-four per cent have or 
ara engaged in the local training of police.

At the Fifth Annual Retraining Session 288 Gradustas 
vera in uttendance during the week from September 30 to October 5, 1940. 
tn addition 37 law enforcement officers who were graduated from the 
rifteenth Session of the Academy on October 5, 1940, also attended 
the class meetings scheduled during the Retraining Session thereby 
bringing the number of representatives from local, county and state 
law enforcement agencies in attendance to 515. The 288 Graduates 
represented avery State in the Union; the territorial possessions, 
Puerto Rico and the Panama Canal Zone; and the foreign country, Canada, 


Because of tha present emergency specicl enpheeis was 
claced on national defense matters and the program of the Retraining 
Session dealt entirely with courses in the investigetive and technical 
aspecta of espionage and sebotage as well as a course in industrial 
protection. Only one-half day was reserved for training in subjacts | 
selected ty tha Graduates themselves. This program of retraining wus 
decided upon in view of the importance of tha Fal National Police 
Academy Graduates, as it is this body of Graduates that the Director 4 
af the TBI will call upon as an adjunct to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in time of great emergency. These Graduetes are now 
serving ag liaison officers in coordineting the cooperation between 
local, county end state law enforcemsnt agencies ani the FBI in 
notional defense matters. 


Coincident with the Annual Retraining Session 4 reunion 
of the Graduates of the Academy is held in Washington, A netional 
alumi organization, mown as the FBI National Police Academy 
Associates, haa been formed by the Greduates of the Academy and 
during the Reunion business meetings and election of officers are 
held. 


The FBI has for years maintained close cordial 
relationships with thousands of police departments, sher- 
iff's offices, state police organizations and other munic- 
ipal, county and state law enforcement agencies. By virtue 
of the services rendered by the FBI to the local, county 
and state police in the fields of fingerprint identifica- 
tion, uniform crime reporting, technical laboratory aseist- 
ance es well as in the field of police training, this 
cooperation has been close, frequent and cordial, This 
type of service has been augeented by an alaost daily con- 
tact with the majority of the principal law enforcement 
agencies by Special Agents of the FEI. 


In matters of national defense, the police 
naturally desire to be of service. They represent a mili- 
tant force, and because of the close relationships for the 
past ten years with the FBI, because of the fact that the 
FBI has been for a long time a national clearing house of 
police information, records, training, statistics and 
advice, and because of the directive of the President. for 
all police to report information concerning un-American 
activities to the FBI, it was deemed advisable to make use 
of the services of police in commnection with the intelli=- 
gence and investigative work.
